Malapropisius. 


No malapropisms are commoner than 


the often misused words "circumstance" 
and "incident," both being written in- 
differently as signifyiug mere matters of 
fact. 
Whether "a circumstance" is, in 


'auy case, an allowable 
expression 


may be doubted. Circumstances stand 
around; and any one thing that stands 
around, unless it bo a ring-fence er n, 
fog, is hardly conceivable as a possi- 
bility. But the gravity of error lies in a 
distinction less captious. A quarrel or 
accident in the. street is not a "circum- 
stance;" but it may ce explained or 
excused or accounted for by circum- 
stances. A fire breaks out in a building 
and burns it to the ground. 
This is not 


an "incident;" it is a fact. If anybody 
wore to jump out of a window, while tho 
fire was raging, that would bo properly 
described as an incident. And again, if 
the supply of water were to fail, if tho 
turn-cock were slow or quick in coming, 
if the engines were early or late, any of 
these things would be circumstances, 
for' they would surround the fact and 
modify its results. 
"Effluvium," with 


its plural, is a noun often misapplied, 
and yet more frequently restricted to 
one of its many applications. 
By 


"effluvia" is vulgarity meant evil odors, 
and, of course, an effluvium majr be an 
outflow of foul air. But it may just as 
as well boa stream of pure water. Many 
writers employ tho adjective "sumptu- 
ary" as if it belonged. exclusively to 
dross, whereas it may relate to all mat- 
ters of luxurious living; and if the old 
sumptuary laws shoiild be revived they 
might reach the epicures who waste 
their patrimony on pate dc foie gras, 
opera boxes, horses, carriages, jewels 
and rare wine, as well as the extrava- 
gant wearers of costly attire, "Deci- 
mate" is a verb which, with its adjec- 
tive particle, "decimated," is ludic- 
rously mistaken. 
Its original signifi- 


cance was grave and often terrible; for 
it meant no less than taking the tenth of 
a man's substance, or snooting every 
tenth man in a muntinous regiment, the 
victims being called out by lot. This 
appalling character of decimation lay in 
the likelihood that innocent persons, 
slain in cold blood, might suffer for the 
guilty. But the peculiar horror vanishes 
when we alter the conditions; and a regi- 
ment which has taken part in a hard 
fought battle and comes off the field 
only decimated, that is to say, with nino 
living and unscathed for each man left 
on the field, might be accounted rather 
fortunate than the reverse. We como 
now to "holocaust," the uso of which 
noun often betrays ignorance quite as 
gross. Thus the dreadful loss of life by 
the sinking of an excursion steamboat on 
tho Thames was recently spoken of as a 
"holocaust," by which remarkable mis- 
prison of etymology the Thames was set 
on firo indeed.—Macmiilan's Magazine.

Tho Wcymouth & Channel Islands 


Steam Packet Company's mail steamer 
Aquila, which left* Weymouth at her 
usual hour, twelve o'clock, on Friday 
night for Geurnsey and Jersey, on hur 
passage across the channel encountered 
a very curious and dangerous phenome- 
non. 
Tho weather was calm and clear 


and the sea was smooth, when about 
one hour out, and with tho shambles 
light still in sight, tho steamer was 
struck most violently by successive and 
mountainous seas, which sent her on 
her beams and swept her decks from 
stem to stern. The water immediately 
flooded the saloon, ladies' cabin, fore 
cabin and engine-room, entering through 
the skylights, the thick glass of which 
was smashed into small fragments. The 
lamps in each of these places were ex- 
tinguished and smashed, and the floors 
to some depth were covered with water. 
The passengers wore greatly alarmed, 
and as soon as possible they received 
orders to come on deck and shortly 
afterwards they were to be seen scramb- 
ling over the debris which strewed the 
decks. Every one was palo with fright, 
while in the panic and confusion which 
prevailed neither sailors nor passengers 
could for a moment tell what really 
was tho matter. One man was heard 
to exclaim that the vessel was fast 
making water and would probably soon 
go down. On sounding tho pumps, how- 
ever, this was found to "be incorrect; and 
consequently confidence that no further 
danger was at hand seemed to be assured. 
As the decks became clear of water the 
actual damage became apparent. Tho 
bulwarks were found to be broken in 
several places, one of the paddle-boxes 
considerably damaged, the iron rail on 
the bridge was considerably twisted, the 
pump was broken and rendered useless, 
the skylight of the ladies' cabin was 
completely gone, and the saloon sky- 
light was smashed to atoms. Two large 
cases of plate-glass consigned to Jersey 
were smashed to pieces, and one among 
several slabs of Bath stone weighing 
about half a ton each was broken to bit's. 
Two coops 
containing fowls 
were 


washed overboard. 
The stewardess, 


who reports being occupied at reading 
at the time, was knocked down across 
the cabin and was covered so. thickly 
with broken glass and other debris that 
she was unable to move till it was taken 
from off her. The steward was stand- 
ing in tho companion-way when the 
force of the water drove away one of its 
sides, and ho was thrown down stairs, 
receiving a cut across the forehead. A 
seaman who was forward when the sea 
struck, fortunately clutched one of the 
davii.s and states that otherwise he 
would have been washed overboard; 
when the second sea struck he' thought 
ho could not hold on no longer, from the 
force of the surrounding water. It ap- 
pears that the Aquila was not able to 
shako herself clear of the first wavo 
when the second one came upon her, 
and the Captain states that had another 
followed he fears she must have foun- 
dered. The cabins were baled out with 
buckets, while tarpaulins wore placed 
over the skylights for protection, For- 
tunately nobody was seriously injured. 
Five minutes after the waves had struck 
tho steamer the sea became perfectly 
calm.—London News.
